I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1962. 

It  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  from  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  as  contained  in  Circular  I/63  (Y/ales)  and  supplies  particulars 
under  the  following  headings:-  vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  drainage, 
water  supply,  public  cleansing,  housing,  food  hygiene,  in  fact,  all  matters 
which  have  an  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  population  for  the  year  was  1,100  and  there  were  18  births  and  13 
deaths. 

Business  premises  in  the  town  are  being  improved  and  modernised  and  a 
number  of  food  preparing  premises  have  installed  new  appliances  in  keep' 
with  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Cowbridge  is  an  ancient  chartered  Borough,  the  last  Charter  was  granted 
by  Queen  Victoria  in  1887 .  The  Borough  has  an  area  of  84  acres  and  a 

population  of  1,100. 

The  Borough  is  also  a  market  town  attracting  famers,  butchers  and 
cattle  dealers  from  a  considerable  area  around.  Monday  is  market  day  but 
there  are  also  certain  statutory  fair  days  held  at  various  times  during  the 
year0 


Cowbridge  is  also  an  eductional  centre,  the  Boys’  Grammar  School  dating 
back  to  1608.  This  school  provides  accommodation  for  some  50  boarders  and 
day-^oys  from  the  neighbouring  villages  and  townships  of  Llantwit  Major, 
Llanharan  and  Pontyclun,  The  Pontfaen  Junior  School  provides  elementary 
education.  In  addition,  there  is  a  Girls'  High  School  adjoining  the 
Borough,  but  in  the  neighbouring  rural  district,  which  serves  a  similar 
function  as  the  Grammar  School  although  no  boarding  accommodation  is  provided. 


Public  water,  sewerage,  electric  light  and  gas  are  available  throughout 
the  town  and  a  weekly  refuse  collection  service  is  carried  out.

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the  Ambulance  Control 
Station,  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig,  the  telephone  number  of  which  is  Aberkenfig 
303. 


One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Fire  Station,  Cowbridge  and  another  at 
the  i  mb u la  nee  Sub-Station.  Lianna es  Road,  Plan twit  Major. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  within  the  area.  Infectious 
erses  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Cefn  Hirgoed,  although 
under  regionalisation  specific  cases  might  be  admitted  to  other  more 
convenient  hospitals. 

Medical  and  surgical  cases  ore  admitted  to  any  of  the  Board's  hospitals 
in  Bridgend  and  Cardiff. 


Maternity  cases  usually  enter  the  Bridgend  or  Cardiff  hospitals. 

Ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases  in  children  under  15  years  of  age  are 
dealt  with  in  the  Children's  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Cowbridge  Road, 
Ely,  Cardiff.  In  addition,  some  patients  receive  treatment  at  the  Bridgend 
Hospital.  Children  suffering  from  squint  can  also  receive  treatment  at  the 
Orthoptic  Clinic,  and  those  cases  needing  operative  treatment  are  admitted 
to  the  Children's  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital  as  above. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

iill  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
Public  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by 
the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff.

(a)  New  Council  Houses.  T‘:e  Council's  housing  estate  consists  of  69 
dwellings,  &2  of  these  having  been  erected  since  1918. 

-u  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  caretaker's  quarters  at  the  Town 
Hall  was  prepared  but  not  proceeded  with.  The  quarters  ceased  to  be  used 
for  housing  purposes* 

(b)  Private  Enterprise*  No  private  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 

(c)  Selection  of  Tenants*  Tenants  of  Council  houses  are  selected  by  the 
points  scheme.  The  home  conditions  are  investigated  by  the  iublic  Health 
Inspector  who  reports  the  points  awarded  to  the  Council.  In  this  way  the 
most  deserving  coses  are  given  priority.  The  final  selection  of  the  tenants 
is  made  by  the  Council. 

(d)  Demolition  or  Closure  of  Unfit  Houses.  No  houses  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  By  arrangement  with  the  Cowbridge 
Rural  District  Council  a  twice  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is 
carried  out  from  hotels  and  cafes  in  the  Borough*  Private  houses  have 
a  once  weekly  collection,  4  modern  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  used 
for  the  purpose.  Disposal  of  refuse  is  also  carried  out  under  an 
arrangement  with  the  Rural  District  Council. 

(b)  Refuse  Bins.  .Almost  all  houses  ore  provided  with  properly  constructed 
galvanised  refuse  bins,  and  it  is  unusual  to  see  any  other  type  of  container 
used  in  the  Borough*  The  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  informal  action 
where  necessary  to  require  householders  to  provide  suitable  bins* 

(c)  Street  Cleansing.  The  main  street  is  on  each  side  of  the  London  to 

Fishguard  trunk  road.  This  highway  is  under  the  control  of  the  Glamorgan 

County  Council  who  arrange  for  cleansing  with  a  mobile  street  cleaner. 

A  vacuum  pavement  cleaner  is  also  used. 

The  bock  and  side  streets  are  cleansed  by  the  Borough  roadman. 

Concrete  litter  bins  are  provided  at  various  parts  of  the  town. 

(d)  Cesspool  Emptying.  One  house,  some  distance  from  the  public  sewer,  is 
still  served  with  a  cesspool  and  the  Borough  Council  have  on  arrangement 
with  the  Rural  District  Council  for  its  emptying  by  a  modern,  suction 
operated  vehicle. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 


The  Cowbridge  borough  and  Rural  District  Council  hove  a  joint  sewerage 
scheme  with  works  at  Lake  Farm,  in  the  Rural  Area. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  these  works  is  calculated  by  the  Treasurer 
annually,  and  apportioned  between  the  two  authorities.

(a)  Rodent  Control. 

Surface  Treatments;-  Rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  an  operative  employed 
by  the  Rural  District  Council.  Visits  are  made  to  business  premises  in  the 
town,  particularly  those  dealing  in  foodstuffs  and  treatments  are  carried  out 
where  necessary.  Private  properties  ore  treated  free  of  charge  but  business 
premises  hc^e  to  pay  for  the  labour  and  material  used.  Warfarin  is  the 
material  used  for  this  work  and  it  has  proved  quite  successful.

ICE  CREAM, 


No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  within  the  town.  The  retailers 
registered  with  the  Council  all  obtain  ice  cream  from  one  or  other  of 
the  national  manufacturing  companies. 

Five  samples  were  taken  during,  the  year  and  each  was  in  Grade  1 
and  satisfactory.

INSPECTION  OF  MELT  AIM  FOODS. 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  within  the  Borough.  The  four  butchers 
obtain  their  meat  from  wholesalers  operatic  outside  the  area  or  slau  ht  er 
at  the  public  slaughterhouse  at  3 rid  end. 

Meat  is  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  at  the  slaughterhouses 
concerned  before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  butchers  shops  and  occasionally  butchers 
meat  is  found  infit,  chiefly  due  to  internal  decomposition.  then  this  occurs 
it  is  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  issues  a  condemnation 
certificate,  stains  the  meat  and  arranges  for  its  disposal  at  a  modern 
di,  esting  plant  whe  e  it  is  sterilised  before  being  used  for  animal  food 
or  fertiliser.

The  Borough  Council  have  also  purchased  a  field 
to  the  west  of  the  existing  market  and  this  will  be  used  for  market 
extensions  as  and  when  required.

Smallpox. 

There  were  two  contacts  in  the  Soroush  of  the  original  case  of 
smallpox  which  occurred  in  Cardiff  in  January  1962.  The  two  men 
concerned  had  visited  the  cafe  where  the  patient  was  staying.  They 
were  vaccinated  immediately  and  kept  under  observation. 

During  the  outbreak  at  G-laarhyd  Hospital,  Bridgend  two  persons 
working  in  the  Borough  were  discovered  as  close  contacts.  Both  lived 
in  the  rural  district  and  were  placed  in  strict  quarantine  for  19  days 
from  the  date  of  contact,  A  further  ward  contact  was  vaccinated  and 
kept  under  observation  for  19  days. 

During  the  early  part  of  I, larch  it  was  reported  that  an  employee  of 
the  Surveyor's  Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  had  been 
confirmed  as  a  case  of  smallpox.  His  movements  were  investigated  and 
it  was  stated  that  he  had  previously  visited  a  cafe  in  Cowb ridge. 
Immediate  enquiries  were  made  and  the  occupiers  of  the  cafe  concerned 
kept  under  observation.  In  addition,  a  clerk  working  in  the  same 
Department  and  living  at  Cowbricige,  was  kept  under  observation  during 
the  incubation  period. 

Numerous  conferences  of  Medical  Officers  were  held  during  thb  above 
outbreaks  and  measures  to  deal  with  any  emergency  were  formulated. 

The  local  practitioners  were  kept  informed  of  events. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 


The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  South-East  Glamorgan  Health 
Division  arranges  for  the  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox, 
B. C.G,  and  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  etc,  and  such  vaccinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  County  Clinics  in  the  area.
